Grade point averages ...who 
among the student population has 
not spent time worrying over those 
nasty decimal numbers that 
appear majestically in the mailbox 
shortly after the semester’s end? 

Just how important are grades? 
Who takes them into considera- 
tion? Is. the pressure really worth 
it? These are but a few of the 
questions asked by students and 
instructors alike. 

“ÉI am regularly depressed 
following grades,” confides 
philosophy instructor Robert 
Putman. “I feel that the system 
victimizes both students and 


` instructors.” 


He went on to add that there are 
other methods of evaluation that 
he finds more palatable, including 
a written evaluation by the 
instructor at the end of the 
semester. ; 

“Everyone is not equal,” stated 
the chairman of SAC’s Psychology 
Department, Courtland Hold- 
grafer. “That is to say, they may be 
equal in rights, but not in ability.” 

Holdgrafer also agreed that he 
knew. of no instructors who were 
not anxious over the responsibility 
of classifying student ability. 
“Grades are an evaluation of a 
fellow human being -- it is a 
judgment of the value of a person,” 
he related. 2

A hiring freeze of classified personnel and recommendations for a 
counseling reduction in hourly certificated employment and moves to 
attract a larger number of foreign students, were made by Santa Ana 
College President Bill Wenrich at the final meeting of the Program 
Review Advisory Task Force, last Tuesday. afternoon. 

. “None of this is easy,” he told an overflow audience of about 70. The 
large turnout prompted moving the meeting from the Board Room to the 
Physical Education building. 

“None of it is fun, he continued, “and it doesn’t make for a happy 
holiday.” 

His suggestions were the result of a nearly three-month investigation 
by the task force which looked at each area of SAC’s operation. 

Other recommendations announced by the president include: 

e Elimination of the Flight Attendant option in the 
Travel/Tourism/Ticketing Program. 

e Closure of the Valley Continuing Education office and combining its 
functions with the Centennial Education Center. 

e Not hiring new people to replace two retiring administrators at the 
end of the school year -- Vernon Armstrong, the dean of Planning and 
Development, and Mara Mosco, the director of continuing education at 
the Valley office. 

Although Wenrich stressed that his recommendations need the 
approval of the Board of Trustees, the hiring freeze can be implemented 
without the Board’s endorsement. 

His goal is to obtain $400,000 in savings through attrition by 
suspending the hiring of classified employees, which includes 
secretaries, grounds keepers and custodians. 

“How long that will take depends on how many people leave,” the 
college president said after the meeting. 

“When the economy is good, people tend to leave when they find other 
jobs,” he continued, “but when the economy is bad, people tend to hold 
onto their jobs.” 

A number of other program areas will be studied in more detail for 
possible consideration of reduction, according to Wenrich. They include 
Media Services, New Horizons, the Insurance Training Program, 
athletics and the Planetarium. 

Wenrich stated that the Board will begin working on his 
recommendations by mid-January. The Trustees, he continued, will 
need to reach their final decision in time to notify the affected employees 
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his experiences while a student at 
the same institution. 

“I felt a lot of pressure to bring 
my GPA up,” he said. “I felt I had to 
make up for the earlier grades that 
were low. But I put a lot of the 
pressure on myself, working 
fulltime and going to schoo! 
fulltime.” 

All of the instructors agreed that 
much of the student pressure is 
self-inflicted, although they also 
mentioned peer pressure and 
parental approval as sources of 
discontent. 

Family psychologist Barry T. 
Levy noted, “In my practice I have 
dealt with students under 
incredible pressure to ‘perform 
because their parents wanted 
desperately for them to succeed 
and used the grading system as a

There was an urgency in the words of two of the 
Vietnamese men. TES ; : 
See us as we were and as we are, they said. 
Understand why we’re here. And maybe the tension 
between us will be reducedor even erradicated. 

“None of us came here for economic reasons. We 
came here for freedom. We left because we had to 
leave,” said ‘Vy Do, a professor at Cal State Fullerton 
and:part-time counselor to the Indochinese at SAC. 

-Than Ha, a teacher in Vietnam for 20 years, 
worries that Americans will find: Vietnamese students’ 
awkward and uncooperative because their customs 
are so different. hex 

He points out, for instance, that in their country 
“the polite way to answer a teacher is to stand in 
front of him, but dare not look at him. You have to 
be acknowledged by.him before you speak.” 

Ha hopes Americans will understand if Vietnamese 
students are uncertain as they confront a new 
equality between teachers and students. 

But businessman Thanh Truoug has. a different 
outlook. Truong who is also assistant director of 
Vietnam Community Services, acknowledged the 
existence of racial tension, and he’s not-surprised by 
it. l 
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“People are people,” he said. “There is some bias 
and prejudice. There was also some prejudice in 
Vietnam with the Cambodians.” 

To explain the situation of the Vietnamese 
refugees, Do separates them into two’ ‘groups. 

According to Do, “The first group got it all--good 
time, good background.” © . 

They arrived with more money and better

education. Many of them, Do included, had attended 
schools in the U.S. before they immigrated. 
, But most important, the economy here then was 


The refugees worked hard; some even went to 

school full-time while working full-time. They found 
- good jobs. They fit in. 

The second group, however, has more poor people 
with less education. And they have to make their way 
through a declining American economy. 

Shy, soft-spoken Hai Hoang arrived in the second 
group 18 months ago with her two children. They 
escaped from Vietnam by boat. Her husband had 
come to the U.S. earlier, without his family, and was 
killed in an auto accident in 1976. 

“I have many difficulties in adjusting,” said Hoang. 
“But first problem is the English language. | can read 
newspapers and books, but in speaking the language, 
1 am very bad.” 

Hoang taught literature in Vietnam. Here, she is on 
welfare. . 

As a full-time student at SAC, she’s taking four 
electronics classes and an English course. She'll

graduate in 1985, she said, “ Then I hope to get a 
good job.” 

Hoang’s problems with English are common. 
Repeatedly, those surveyed said that the students can 
read and understand, but face large barriers when 
they try to speak the language. 

The federally funded Refugee Project, across 
Seventeenth Street from SAC, teaches English and 
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Indochinese refugees face hardships 


vocational skills. The students are primarily on 
welfare and get work experience, without pay, in 
exchange for training. Sunny Laub, director of the 
American Language Program, oversees the project. 
“The point,” said Laub, “is to give them confidence 
and make them feel successful.” 
They also get a lot of counseling. The result--a 90 


` percent hire rate, of which Laub is very proud. 


Laub says thë phenomenon of hard work is 
universal for refugees. And the patience taught in 
Asian cultures serves them well in the job.market, 
where they are able to-do tedious jobs. 

But Do is concerned about the people in those 
jobs. 

“Many of the jobs that the Vietnamese are doing 
right now are low-paid,” according to Do. “During 
good times, no one else would take those jobs.” 

Now that the economy has declined, he thinks 
some people begrudge the Vietnamese for the jobs. 
“They (the Vietnamese) are in a nod-win position,” 
he said. 

What lies ahead for the Vietnamese refugees? 
Truong says, “Generally speaking, people in the 
United States--and Orange County in particular--are 
very good and very considerate.” 

But, Do thinks the economy has spawned a 
prejudice that, in his words, “could erupt at any 
time.”

1984! When George Orwell wrote 
his bestseller envisioning the future, 
only science fiction writers dreamed 
that the computer would one day 
control our lives: . 

Today, with that infamous year 
almost upon us, we check out our 
groceries in computerized 
supermarkets, draw out cash from 
automated bank tellers and charge 
long distance calls through an 
enormous computer-maze that even 
says “thank you” when we’re 
through. 

“I think we have entered a new 
age,” said Dean Strenger, division 
dean of Science and Technology. 
“We went from the farming age to 


literacy in oral and written language 
now.” 

Elementary and secondary 
schools throughout the country are 
responding to this new need, 

Time magazine recently looked 
at some of the students who attend 
computerized schools. Many of 
these young people are not math 
whizzes, nor do they get straight 
‘A’s, but they have grown up with 
computers. They understand and 
enjoy manipulating the complex 
machines. 

One 14-year old student is shown 
in the magazine working on a 
program that will produce a 
computer image of the human heart 
in incredible detail. 

Another, also 14, is working on 
software (programs) that will 


come back to haunt those who 
have finished their education before 
the advent of the computer. 

Today’s children are being 
introduced to the computer 
sometimes before they can even 
talk. They start with games, then 
move on to the home computers 
and, in some cases, into schools or 
pre-schools that feature the new 
micro-processors. 

As these children grow up, fully 
familiar with every phase of 
computerization and, in fact, able to 
think in “computerese,” will the 
computer illiterates become 
unemployable dinosaurs? 

Probably not, according to 
Dahlen, but there will be serious 
limitations on anyone who has not 
attained at least a degree of 
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computer can do and how to log on 
and perform simple requesting 
functions. j 

To the uninitiated, it looks like 
these and the hundreds of other 
“computer kids” are. geniuses. 

Not so, says instructor Dahlen. 
People of any age can and should 
learn to use computers and to rid 
themselves of their anti-c6mputer 
fears. 

Dahlen pointed out that children 
interact well with the computers 
because they are not afraid to 
experiment. à 

“No one has told them they’re 
not creative,” he said. 

To gain computer literacy one 
must work with a computer, 
according to the instructor. 

Whether it is with a computer 


the industrial age and now we are 
going into an age of information. reactor. 
We need to expose everybody to 
the computer — it is the thing that 
will control that new age,” he 
continued. oe 

But a strange thing is happening. 
When faced with the computers in 
their every day lives, many people 
are choking up. Computer anxiety, 
like math anxiety, is a very real 
phenomenon. 

According to computer science 
instructor Noel Dahlen, “It’s sort of 
like a 1984 thing. There’s the feeling 
that if you don’t do it right, the 
computer and yourself will self- 
destruct. 

“There is that question — is this 
thing going to control me or am | 
going to control it? It’s not so much 
a misunderstanding as a lack of 
understanding,” he said. 

Placentia Unified School District 
Superintendent Keith Larick 
explained, “Our students are going 
to have to have literacy in 
computers, just like they need

Dahlen did not feel that the whiz- 
kids, who have grown up with 
computers, will have too great an 
edge over the adult who takes the 
trouble to train himself. 

“How much of an edge will 
depend on whether the adult can 
make the transition from finding the 

‘computer intimidating to finding it 
fascinating,” he said. 


High-tech areas rationing instructors 


Students more easily found than teachers

With the recent increase in interest in high 


technology courses, the demand for competent 
educators is also on the rise. However, a fairly 
lucrative job market makes a jump to the business 
world very attractive for many business, computer 
science and engineering instructors. 

„In fact, this possibility was considered grave 
enough by California State University system 
Chancellor W. Ann Reynolds to issue a mandate 
providing salary increases to retain CSU 
professors in these areas. 

“The retention of instructors in the fields of 
business, computer science and engineering has 
been a statewide problem for along time,” claimed 
CSU acting vice chancellor for faculty affairs Dr. 
Bob Twndiall. 

Executive order 402, which drew criticism from 
some instructors in the CSU system, allows 
university presidents to give “exceptional faculty” 
five percent pay hikes to keep “essential” 
educators in high demand areas. 

Among the complaints voiced about this order is 
the fact that it places levels of importance on 
various subjects. For instance, it would suggest 
that a computer science instructor is more 
valuable to a university than, say, an English 
teacher. 

Although the state as a whole may be 
experiencing some problems with their high 
technology programs, SAC appears to be doing 
rather well. 


“Pm very proud of our facility,” said Dr. Richard 
Harms, Business Information Science instructor. 
“Our training on small computers is perhaps the 
best in California.” 

The computer program is separated into two 
areas, Business Information Science (BIS) and 
Computer Science, each with its own goals and 
direction.

BIS is slanted toward solving business 
application problems, such as utilizing the 
computer to make a business operate more 
efficiently, and is comparable to the type of 
program offered at Cal State Fullerton. 

Computer Science, on the other hand, deals 
with technical applications such as software 
development, and can probably be best compared 
to the courses offered at University of California at 
Irvine. 

In either case, SAC offers a high quality program 
basically for free which rivals (or betters) the 
fee courses at local universities. 

An interesting aspect of the high-tech field is that 
it is often beneficial for an instructor to perform 
outside work in the field, as it keeps him abreast 


with the ever-changing business market. 

“Since the industry changes so rapidly, being 
involved on a continual basis is almost necessary, 
or your knowledge will stagnate,” Harms 
commented. 

For many teachers, finding work on the outside 
is often the result of their classroom connections. 
Students who come through the program for help 
often start their own businesses, and when trouble 
pops up, who better to call than their instructor? 

As it is, should a problem in staffing occur in the 
computer department, the remedy could be the 
computer itself. Through computer- aided 
instruction, the student can logon to the computer 
and have the computer instruct him as to what to 
do next. 

Computer-aided instruction is currently being 
used to some degree in, BIS. The student 
purchases a computer disk, just as he would a 
textbook for another class, and, among other 
things does his homework on it. 

“Weve developed an entire set (using 
computer -aided instruction ) dealing with small 
computers, and its been done economically,” 
Harms stated. 

As our world continues to grow more 
technologically advanced, the need for competent 
instructors will increase, but it should not be cause 
for alarm. The role of the machine itself will most 
likely be expanded, although there will always be 
the need for someone to answer the bewildered 
student’s questions. 

As Dr. Harms noted, “It has always been easier 
to find students than teachers.”

Have you ever seen the yellow footprints on the ground 
that have recently been re-painted? They mark SAC’s pare 
course circuit. It is a jogging/walking path connecting a 
series of 18 stations. 

If you are interested in practicing a sport that develops 
muscular strength, flexibility, agility, balance, coordination 
and cardiovascular fitness, then you should try the course 
that covers 1.9 miles around the campus. 

Spaced at different intervals along the route, the fitness. 
stations have signs describing how the exercise is to be 
performed. : 

The first group of exercises: achilles stretch, sit and reach, 
touch toes, knee lift, jumping jacks, log hop and circle body, 
are for. stretching and warming-up. The next group of 
exercises; step-up, body curl, chin-up, hop and kick, vault 
bar, sit-up, push-up, bench leg raise and hand walk, are more 
demanding and develop muscular strength. The last two 
exercises: the leg stretch and the balance beam, are for | 
cooling. down. 

Most of the exercises are easy to perform. The most 
difficult are the hand walk and chin-up. 

To make the exercises more challenging, you can run —

After an impressive second place finish in the Santa 
Barbara Tournament, the Dons hope to continue 
their winning ways in the Modesto Tournament.

After leading by up to 13 points, 
Dana Pagett’s cagers held on to 
win in the end, 71-70, and also 
tallied their sixth straight victory. 
The next evening’s finals pitted 
SAC against tournament host 
Santa Barbara, who was 
unranked, but had a 30-game 
winning streak at home. 


In search of the magical seventh 
straight triumph, the Dons played 
four overtimes; only to succumb in 
the final period, 77-64.
